-ACOLD-BLOODED DEED. 


COL. STRONG OF THE ST. JOE HERALD 
MURDERED BY DR. RICHMOND. 


A Tragic Occurrence in the Counting-Room 
of the Daily Herald at st. Joseph, 
Mo.—Dr. S. A. Richmond Coolly Enters 
the Office and Shoots Three Times at Col. 
Strong—The Murderer Shoots Himself. 


St. JOSEPH, Mo., June 18.—At II o’clock 
this morning as Col. J. W. Strong, manager 
of the Herald, was sitting in the counting- 
room, his back tothe door, Dr. 8. A. Rich- 
mond entered the doorway and drawing a 
revolver fired one shot, which struck his 
victim in the left side of the neck. Ool. Strong 
jumped up and staggered toward the back 
office. Richmond fired two more shots 
and Strong fell. Richmond theu 
turned outside, and going some twenty feet 
from the door, placed the revoiver to his tem- 
ple and fired, dropping instantly to the side- 
walk. At the time of shooting, Col. 
Strong was engaged in conversation with some 
unknown man and was totaily unconscious of 
the approach of an enemy until he was strack 
by the first bullet. Richmond 
drove up to the front of the 
office in his carriage, sitting on the back seat, 
his driver in front. He is said to have alighted 
cooly, and walked to the Herald office door 
without any traces of excitement. When he 
commenced to shoot his driver drove away 
and left him, and it was after turning to look 
for his carriage and finding it gone that 

HE SHOT HIMSELF. 

Col. Strong fell, struck by two bullets, one 
of which, as stated, struckin the neck, rang- 
ing upward into the brain. The other struck 
in his back and is believed to have penetrated 
his heart. He said: ‘‘I am dying, and passed 
away in five minutes afterthe first shot was 
fired. Richmond’s bullet took effect 
in the left temple, and as yet 
it is impossible to tell whether it 
will prove fatal or not. It is believed, 
however, that he will not recover, as he is a 
raving maniac at present. The trouble is sole- 
ly of Richmond’s own making. He has long 
been known to the newspaper fraternity as 
the discoverer and manufacturer of Samaritan 
Nervine, and has been anextensive advertiser 
and has had an enormous businessin his nos- 
trum. Some year and a half ago 
Col. Strong was one of the principal 
attorneys for him in his suit with 
Harlan P. Hubbard, the advertising agent of 
New Haven, Cann. It is believed that his bua- 
iness affairs were too weighty for his brain, 
and that he became crazy. Some five months 
ago he disappeared from this community and 
left a lot of papers, evidently the work of 
either 

A KNAVE OR HOPELESS LUNATIC. 

He charged Col. Strong and other prominent 
attorneys ofthis city with having ruined him 
in these papers, and indicated that he had 
ended his career in the river. At that time 
opinions differed asto his condition, some 
holding him crazy and others believing him 
simply working a sly ruse to obtain $85, 000 in- 
surance on his life. Two months ago he 
turned up in Chicago, crazy, and was 
brought home. Since that time he has 
not been seen about town but once or twice, 
until the tragic event of to-day. All people 
acquainted with the circumstances know that 
Col. Strong was entirely innocent, as were the 
other parties, of the charges made agai nst 
them in Richmond’s manifesto, in which he 
claimed that he had only been restrained from 
killing Strong and others by the greatest 
moral efforts. The deed of to-day proves 
Richmond’s lunacy beyond doubt, or at least 
such is 

THE POPULAR VEEDICT. 

Col. Strong leavesa large family, six per- 
sons, consisting of a wife and three sons, the 
eldest of whom is John P. Strong, editor-in 
chief of the Herald. The othersons are aged 
respectively 15 and 12. The oldest daughter is 
Mrs. W. B. Summey of Washington, who was 
married about a month ago andthe othera 
little girl of 10 years. He was 61 years old, a 
lawyer by profession, and a man 
who has been very prominent 
in the Republican party of Northwest 
Missouri for nearly thirty years. His home 
was originally Jacksonville, III., where he has 
a large number of friends and relatives. He 
was aman of violent prejudices, but was well 
liked and highly esteemed by those who knew 
him best, and especially was he liked by the 
men in his office. He was a forcible writer 
and a man of great mental force.

OVERESTIMATED CROPS. 


Late Reports Not so Encouraging—Export 
Prices—Exchange Gossip. 


President Seth W. Cobb of the Merchants’ 
Exchange returned to-day from a trip to 
Wichita, Kan., which has kept him absent for 
nearly a week past. On his trip he took oc- 
casion to find out as much about the crops 
as possible and his reports are not glowing. 


Immediately around Wichita, in Sedwick 
County, the wheat crop is very poor and the 
oatcropis nearly a failure, but outside of 
this section the wheat is fair and oats are 
poor. The corn crop is looking in splendid 
condition. The farmers are discouraged over 
the outlook on account of the low prices, 
combined with a short crop. The Missouri 
crops appeared to be in excellent condition. 
From other parts of Kansas the reports are 
very discouraging. Redmond Cleary says he 
has received a number of letters from 
Northern and Middle Kansas stating that tne 
wheat crop was light and the oat crop very 

oor, but the corn cone. premes finely. Mr. 

a? reports from Lilinois and Missouri are 
good, 

Ike Motter, who has just returned from 
Southern IIlinois, says that he found a big 
difference between the expectations here and 
the estimates there on the wheatcrop. It has 
been placed at as high as 90 per cent, but he 
says that the men he met, and most of them 
are inteiligent observers and judges, place the 
yield at 55 per cent. The chin bugs have 
greatly damaged the wheat in that scction. 

x-Gov. E. O. Stanard was on the floor to- 
n from his flying visit East. 
He wasin New York, Philadelphia and other 
cities. Business, he says,is ag dull in the East 
as here, but the feeling is a little more hopeful 
over the prospect, and they look for better 
times when themew a comesin.

Signing of the New Scale by the Iron Man- 
ufacturers. 


Prrrrnund, Pa., June 18.—The signing of the 
scale by the iron manufacturers has produced 
a feeling of security inall branchas of busi- 
ness. It is the first time in the history of the 
association that the scale has been signed so 
early in the summer, and its effect can 
scarcely be estimated now. It is also the first 
time since 1881 that it has been signed without 
afight. The coke men see in this early settle 
ment of the difficulty a summer run which 
they scarcely anticipated. There seems to be 
but little doubt that a large percentage of the 
ovens will continue ‘‘fired up’’ right along. 
The closing down of the mills fora short time 
for repairs will have but small effect 


on the output. The pig iron men also 
look for a r trade all summer.

The nallers are satisfied with the outlook.

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MONOPOLY FRANCHISE. 


THE IRON MOUNTAIN’S BILL BEFORE THE 
HOUSE OF DELEGATES COMMITTEE. 


Chas. E. Pearce and Judge Fisse Represent 
the Citizens—The Railroad Lobby—Mag- 
metic Ed Butler on the Scene—Hearing 
Adjourned to Monday Afternoon. 


This morning at 10:30 o’ clock the Committee 
on Railroads of the House of Delegates met to 
consider the Iron Mountain monopoly fran- 
chise bill. There were present Chas.E. Pearce 
and Judge Fisse of the Citizens’ Committee, 
Geo. D. Capen, George Minch,ex-Judge Laugh- 
lin, Ed. Butler, and D. P. Slattery of the rail- 
roadlobby. All the members of the commit- 
tee were present, Mr. Waters presiding. Maj. 
Pearce presented the objections of the Citi- 
zens’ Committee to the bill. He said: 


It is conceded that the connection between 
the river and the Union Depot should be made 


by means of an elevated way. Tne Citizens’ | 


Committee and merchants, generally, are 
agreed on that view. It is, however, apparent 
that the Municipal Assembly has the duty 
in its hands of protecting the public as well as 
granting to railroads all privileges possible. 
Courts are filled with litigation growing out of 
loose and undigested iegislation. Oorpora- 
tions never take less than — are given. 
They are disposed to take everything that the 
most liberal construction of the letter of the 
law will give them. As an instance of 
LOOSE LEGISLATION 

he mentioned the Poplar street track. 
The Supreme Court had fastened that 
incubus on the ‘ity. But courts do 
not make laws; they construe laws after they 
are made. While the Assembly might grant 
the franchise it was bound to see that the 
— — of the public were properly protected. 
It is an admitted fact on the part of the Iron 
Mountain Railroad that as soon as the elevated 
way goes into operation, the Poplar street 
track will be of no use toit. If that is true, if 
the Poplar street track becomes a valueless 
thing, why not take it up? It is said that this 
track is covered by bonds and cannot b re- 
moved. It is, however, possible for the mu- 
nicipal Legislature to compel the relinquish- 
ment of one franchise for a greater benefit.’’ 

Mr. Pearce then took up the point of the ele- 
vations of the proposed tracks as provided for 
in the bill. Heasked that the elevations be 
increased one foot. Open bridges were also 
condemned. The question of monopoly 
franchise is, he said, the main ques- 
tion in this bill. St. Louis is 
peace = its infancy. A new bridge is to

Spalding’s Scheme. 

By Telegraph to the Post-DIsratTcu. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., June 18.—There was 
quite a breeze in the Senate this afternoon 
over the question raised by Mr. Ingalls here- 


tofore as to the re-adjustment of Postmasters’ 
salaries under what is known as the Spalding 
act, Under this act certain claims against the 
Government, on behalf of third and fourth 
class Postmasters, were created. Spaiding, 
who is a claim agent, attempted to obtain a 
broader interpretation for this act than the 
Department or the Attorney-General 
were willing to give it. The 
matter has been in controversy for 
many years, and during that time Spalding 
has been sending circulars to claimants, ask- 
ing that they put their claims in his band, and 
telling them that he can obtain more 
for them than can any one else. This 
claim of Spalding’s is utterly without 
foundation. The Department, in delaying 
action on these claims, however, would seem 
to indicate collusion, with Spalding. Mr. 
Chase, in the Senate this morning, intimated 
as much, saying plainly that he made no dis- 
tinction in this respect between this and past 
adwinistrations. 


The Oberteuffer Decision. 


Wasenincton, D. C., June 18.—Acting- 
Secretary Fairchild, in a letter to Representa- 
tive Breckenridge of Kentucky, in regard to 
the estimated receipts. and expenditures 


for the next fiscal year, says that 
the amounts of refunds to be 
paid under the Oberteuffer decision asto the 
duty on cartons, etc., is . esti- 
mated at between 54,000, 000 and $5,000,000. 
He says further that the items 
of $4,000 ,000 specified in the book of estimates 
ie for the ordinary and usual repay- 
ment to importers of excess of de- 
posits upon ascertained duties, or upon 
duties and other moneys paid under 
protest; consequently the estimated sum, he 
says, should be increased to about $8,000,000 
or $9,000,000. He explains that the item 
for debentures, etc., 
used for the payment of 
claims under the Oberteuffer decision or other- 
wise, except as drawbacks on imported 
material exported in the form of manufactures. 
he receipts for the next fiscal 
year, although given as estimated at $315,000, - 
000, will, probably, amount to $333,000,000 
according tothe ratio of interest during the 
present fiscal year. 


Frisco Sub-Treasury Shortage.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 18.—Some time ago 
the Treasury Department discovered a deficit 
of $10,000 in the accounts of the sub-treasurer 
at San Francisco. An agent was sent out to 


examine the cause of the deficit. He has re 
turned with the announcement that not only 
has he been unable to trace the causes of the 
former shortage, but he has discovered 
another, aggregating $2.000, which is also un- 
explainable. This peculiarstate of affairs may 
result in the Assistant Treasurer, S. H. Brooks, 
losing his position. When Brooks was ap- 
pointed to his position, last summer, he gave 
a territory bond to extend to the adjournment 
of Congress. On his confirmation he should 
have given a permanent bond. Mr. Brooks 
was confirmed in the early part of March, but 
upto date has not filed a permanent bond. 
The chances are that the discovery of the 
shortages in his office will act as a bar to bis 
obtaining bondsmen and on this account he 
will be obliged to give up his office. Ex-Sen- 
ator Sharon was the principal surety on Mr. 
Brooks temporary bond; Mr. Sharon is dead 
and Mr. Brooks has as yet found no one to 
take his place. 


Mr. Wheeler’s Reception.

When his creatures, and those whoare ene- 
mies of the country, undertook to apologize 
for his delay by the false pretense that he 
needed supplies that were heldfrom him by 
the War Department, my duty to the countr 
required the exposure of the falsehood, and 
demanded a report on the subject from 
the General-in-Chief. It is not my fault that 
he was not removed before the New York 
election, after his disobedience of orders. In 
respect to any combination by Mr. Chase, Mr.

STRUCK WITH A CLUB. 


An Inoffensive Italian Beaten on a Boat 
by a Deck Hand.

Lombardo, dazed, and fearing 
further punishment, managed to get to 
his feet and staggered off the boat and up the 
Levee. When he reached the footof Olive 
street he -fell from weakness and Officer 
McCarthy was summoned. The Italian 
informed him by means of signs 
of what had happened, and 
alter he had been brought to 
the Chestnut Street Station Officers McCarthy 
and Duffy went back to the boat 
and succeeded in effecting Jamison’s 
arrest. Lombardo was sent to the City Hos- 
pital and his recovery is doubtful. The side 
of his head on which he 
received the blow was not cut, owing to * 
tlokness of the club with which Jami- 
son had dealt him the blow, 
but was as soft as jelly. The club was about 
three feet long and about eight inches in cir- 
cumference.

THE TARIFF VOTE- 

The motion to take up the Morrison tariff 
bill for consideration was defeated in the 
House yesterday by a vote of 157 to 140, 
the majority vote being cast by 122 Repub- 
licans and 85 Democrats. Of those voting 
for consideration, 136 were Democrats and 
4 Republicans. Counting the paired mem- 
bers who did not vote we find that the 
House stood 154 for and 169 against any 
effort to revise the tariff at this session, 
when that body contains 184 Democrats 
and 140 Republicans, a Democratic ma- 
jority of 44. 

The measure thus defeated bya coalition 
of a minority of the Democrats with the 
Republicans, was a carefully prepared 
compromise measure, drawn with a view 
to harmonize differences on the tariff 
question and secure its passage through 
both houses. It adhered to the protective 
principle and was framed to offer sub- 
stantial advantages to the manufacturing 
interests while effecting needful reforms 
by removing excessive and oppressive war 
taxes that inure to the benefit of monopo- 
lies only. The Democratic party was 
pledged in its platform to some such re- 
vision of the tariff. A Democratic Presi- 
dent and Secretary of the Treasury had 
both urged Congress to such action. This 
bill was an attempttoredeem the party 
pledge and to carry out the recommenda- 
tions of a Democratic administration. 
Moreover, it was not a finality, and the 
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House was only asked to consider and 
amend the bill according to its own views | 


of tariff reform policy. , 
An adverse vote on this proposition was 


just such a triumph of the Opposition over | 


the Administration party as was witnessed 
when GLADSTONE’sS home rule bill was re- 
fused a second reading. It was just such 


a defeat as compels a dominant party in | 


England to surrender its control of the 
Government and order the election of a 
new House. The meaning of the vote in 
this case is plainly opposition to a Demo- 
cratic revision of the tariff, if it does not 
indeed mean that, on the tariff question, 
the House is Republican and not Demo- 
cratic. 

When RANDALT's forty-one Democrats 
voted with the Republicans against con- 
sidering a tariff bill in the preceding Con- 
gress, they had the fair exeuse that Demo- 
cratic revision under a Republican ad- 
ministration and a Republican Senate 
was impracticable, and that the party 
should abide the initiative of a Demo- 
cratic National Convention and a Demo- 
cratic administration. In voting now 
against any attempt to redeem the prom- 
ises of such convention and administra- 
tion, the thirty-five Democrats co-operat- 
ing with the Republicans have but one 
seemingly fair excuse, and that is the 
lateness of the session and the probabil- 
ity that consideration would only lead to 
a long and fruitless debate, delaying other

POWDERLY’S PRO TEST. 

Mr. POWDERLY is still trying to correct 
the false impressions afloat in regard to 
the proceedings of the Cleveland Conven- 
tion of the Knights of Labor, and he 
speaks severely of the misrepresentations 
sent out by the Associated Press agents 
from that place.

It would be repugnant to employ the 
Queen's forces to compel unwilling people 
to submit to a government arising out of

on the Irish question. These words seem 
to bea distinct repudiation of the coer- 
cion system of goverment that has been 
so long imposed on the unwilling people 
of Ireland. But the writer is Lord DERBY, 
urging Libe*als to oppose Home Rule be- 
cause a small handful of Orangemen in 
Ireland are opposéd to it. They are the 
‘‘unwilling people’’ whose wishes should, 
in his opinion, control the policy of the 
Imperial Parliament toward Ireland. 
The murderous rioters of Belfast and Lur- 
gan are the men whom he would let have 
their own way, without opposition from 
the Queen’s forces. As forthe nine-tenths 
of Ireland's people who are not 
Orangemen, he considers a system 
of cruel outrage and terrorism 
good enough for them, and boldly declares 
that the reconquest of Ireland has be- 
come inevitable.“ Although Great Britain 
has been constantly engaged in the recon- 
quest of Ireland for about 250 years, 
Lord DeERBy would persevere in that 
never-ending, still-beginning work for 
several centuries longer, rather than try 
for a season the simple experiment of 
governing Ireland according to the wishes 
of the great majority of her people. The 
only coercion he opposes is the coercion of 
asmall minority rebelling against law 
and imperial authority. This is what the 
Unionists, whether Tory, Whig or Radi-, 
cal, all seem to mean when they deny that 
they are forcoercion. In spite of that de- 
nial they let us know through the declara- 
tions of one of their most eminent leaders 
that their alternative for Home Rule is 
the reconquest of Ireland.“

A REIGN OF TERROR. 


East St. Louisans at the Mercy of Strange 
Thieves and Thugs—Recent Robberies. 


The state of affairs prevailing in this city at 
present is such that peaceful residents are be- 
coming very much alarmed. The number of 
robberies nightly is not diminishing to any 
great extent, and it cannot be denied that 
there are at present a number of hard-looking 


strangers in town whose purposes are most 
likely to profit by the absence of any protec- 
tion to life or property. If the present state 
of affairs continues much longer tbe results 
are to be feared. 

Last night about 9 o’clock a Frenchman 
named Vendeaux who had worked for Louis 
Recordon, a suburban farmer, but who had 
drawn his full pay, about $27, and quit yester- 
day morning, Was attacked by two garroters 
on Caookia bridge. One ofthe robbers seized 
him by the throat and demanded his money 
but instead of complying he showed fight and 
one of the highwaymen then struck 
him with a lunt instrument in 
the back of the head, felling him to the 
ground. They then took his money from him 
and, nut wishing to leave him where he would 
block up the passageway, carried him to the 
east side of the bridge and let him roll down 
the embankment. They then fled. Vendeaux 
being almost senseless from the effect of 
the terrible blow he had received rolled 
into the water, but had sufficient 
strength left to save himself from 
drowning. He dragged himself up 
the steep incline and made his way to the 

olice station, where he reported what had 

efallen him. His dripping wet clothes and 
the terrible wound in the back of his head left 
no doubt as to the truth of his story, but there 
being no police no efforts were made to bunt 
down his assailants. 

The man who was knocked down and roBbed 
in the yard of the Green Tree Hotel the night 
before last has been ascertained to be a young 
man named MeGeon. He was robbed of his 
month’s salary, which he had received that 
evening.

The answer and cross-bill of Mrs. Frank J. 
Bowman to the petition for divorce filed by 
her husband was entered this afternoon in 
Judge Lubke’s Court. It reads as follows: 
Frank J, Bowman ve. Mary F. Bowman: 

And now comes the defendant and for 
answer to the petition of plaintiff admits that 
she was married to the plaintiff and that she is 
now his wife, but she denies each and 
all of the other allegations of 
said petition. And for cause of action against 
the plaintiff, and by way of cross-bill in this 
cause, the defendant says that she and the 
plaintiff were lawfully marriedon the 25th of 
June, 1867. From that time to this she has at 
all times faithfully discharged her duties 
as the wife of the plaintiff, and as 
such has properi demeaned herself. That 
the plaintiff, for a ions time unmindful of his 
duty and obligation to the defendant, has 
offered to her such indignities as have and do 
now render her condition intolerable. Among 
bother things he has lon since been 
indifferent to her and as subjected 
her to slights and petty annoyances. or at 
least four or five years past, he has indulged in 

STUDIED NEGLECT OF HER 
and her pleasures. That he has been cross 
and irritable without cause or provocation, 
and, both by act and speech, has given ex- 
ression h anger towards 
er, when they were alone 
and presence of others, 
For the last three years he has spent much of 
his time from home, and has spent his Sun- 
days and evenings aver from his 97 and 
from her, although in the city of St. Louis and 
has concealed from her his whereabouts, his 
motives and the causes of his absence. That 
for more than two years he has consented 
the most ordinary and _ indifferent 
intercourse with the defendant and has whol- 
ly failed to cohabit with her. That he has been 
extremely peevish and irritable and cross and 
has not concealed his dislike for her in the 
presence of others, but has on divers and sun- 
dry occasions given expression to his hostile 
feeling for her in the presence and hearing of 
others. That he has repeatedly declared 
to defendant his indifference for his home and 
home-life, and persistently by his conduct 
shown his dislike for her. His conduct in 
these particulars has been persistent and con- 
tinual ior more than three years last past; 
that it has grown by degrees rad- 
ually worse, and has been displayed 
and declared in divers and sundry 
acts and expressions that he has for a great 
while been irreconcilable to his home, his sur- 
roundings, or to her, and onthe 22d of May, 
1888, he 
LEFT HIS HOME 
without cause and declared his intention of 
not returning, and has since resided at a pub- 
lic hotel in the city of St. Louis, separate 
and apart from the defendant and 
declared and published to the world his pur- 
pose to permanently live apartfrom her. De- 
fendant further says that she has been a resi- 
dent of the State of Missouri all her 
life and that she, the plaintiff, 
have resided in said State in the 
city of St. Louis for more than ten years last 
past; that ber husband is possessed of large 
means and is able to pay her suitable alimony. 

Wherefore the defendant prays to he 
divorced from the bonds of matiimony exist- 
ing between her and the plaintiff, and for 
such alimony as to thecourt shall seem proper 
under all the circumstances of this case and 
for her costs herein.

The daughter, Miss 
Florence Bowman, will be of age in two 
months, and will reside with her mother. Mr.

TOLEDO, June 18.—C. A. King & Co., during 
the past three days have received 1,600 reports 
from grain dealers and millers, covering 
almost every important wheat county in the 
six principal winter wheat States.

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JUDGE THAYER TO-DAY REFUSES A DE 
VORCE TO THE HUSBAND. 


The Married Life of a West End Young 
Couple Analyzed in an Elaborate Doe 
n—Comments Upon the Temper of the 
Wife and the Exciting Cause—A Bench 
Sermon to Benedicts. 


Judge Thayer to-day handed down his de- 
Cision in the divorce case of W. C. Rumsey 
against Mamie Rumsey, as‘follows: 

The testimony in this case shows beyond 
question that Mrs. Rumsey has a quick, 
Violent and ungovernable temper ; that she has 
on various occasions, when overcome 
by anger, made use ot most 
of the expressions, threats and epithets 
set forth in the petition of the husband; that 
she has in a few instances treated her husband 
with disrespect and considerable show of tem- 
per in public. On the strength of her admis- 
sions it must be found that on at least three 
occasions Mrs. Rumsey threw various missiles 
at ber husband, which, though not caleu- 
lated to injure bim seriously or extite 


much fear, nevertheless amounted to personal 
assaults. The testimony also shows that there 
were frequent periods of estrangement when 
both parties ‘‘sulked in their tents and did 
not speak to each other or occupy the same 
room for several days in succession. The 
Court is of opinion, however,that the husband 
was quite as much inclined to silence, and was 
at such times as hi vig af oma a 
5 his wile, and itis most ° 
able from the apparent disposition of the — 
ties that the first advances with a view of re- 
ca. ue ae friendly relations were made by 
the wife. The charges that Mrs. Rumsey was an 
ineflicient and slovenly housekeeper and that 
she was wanting in motherly attention to her 
child are not roven. xcept on a few 
occasions, when the housebold was upset by 
causes for which Mrs. Rumsey was not wholly 
responsible, she appears to have managed her 
affairs with ordinary efficiency. Tne Court 
discredits the allegations that either party will- 
fully neglected or cruelly treated the child. 
After each disturbance in the family, with the 
exception of the culminating difficulty in Jan- 
uary, 1885, there appears to have been a reeon- 
ciliation and mutual pledges of forgiveness, 
and upon the whole the quarrels between 
them do not appear to have been of such a 
character as to attract the attention 
or excite comment on the part 
of their nearest neighbors. Undoubtedly. 
the life they led at times made them both very 
miserable. The Court has no doubt that Mrs. 
Rumsey's state of health, for a considerable 
period, was such asto increase in a marked 
degree, a temper that was naturally hasty and 
ungovernable. That, however, did not ren- 
der her irresponsible for her actions. Her 
condition was sach as to de- 
mand very considerate treatment 
and unusual forbearance on the part of the hus- 
band. If he failed to pay proper regard to the 
reasonable desires of his wife; if his treatment 
of her at times was cold, ungenerous, captious 
and irritating; if his demeanor sometimes be- 
trayed want of confidence and unworthy sus- 
picions, and if he was himself

of many of her outburst of temper and conse- 
quent periods of estrangement, he is not in the 
eye of the law an innocent party. Some of 
the difficulties were occasioned by the con- 
duct of the husband,which was inconsiderate, 
very irritating and otherwise censurabie. In 
many instances the Court believes that the 
magnitude of the original trouble was 
increased by such conduct of the husband, and 
his actions atleast were not in any degree 
conciliatory. As most of their quarrels and 
estrangements erew out of disagreements that 
were at first trifling and ought not to have oc- 
casioned more than a momentary un- 

leasantness if there had been any for- 

earance on either side, it tis fair 
to presume that Mrs. Rumsey was not always 
to blame orexclusively to blame. She has 
given such a circumstantial and probable ac- 
count of some of their most important diff- 
culties as to convince the Court of 
the substantial accuaracy of her nar- 
rative as to those troubles. Under the 
circumstances the Court cannot attach 
much value to the admissions of Mr. Rumsey, 
made after the 1 had taken place, 
to the effect that she was to blame. These ad- 
missions were made to her husband’s friends 
when she was soliciting their aid to bring 
about areconciliation. It was natural that she 
should assume a generous share of the blame. 

THE DECREE REFUSED. 

After a careful consideration of the testt- 
mony, the Court concludes that Mr. Rumsey is 
not so far blameless as to constitute him an 
and a decree 


innocent and injured party, 
of divorce is refused him. If he elects 
to enter a non-suit he will have 
leave to do so within three days; other- 
wise the Court will order the case to be 
dismissed. As addition compensation to Mrs, 
Rumsey’s counsel the Court makes an allow- 
ance of $75 and directs its payment in ten 


days.’’ 
Counsel were unabie to say to-day what 
steps would be taken by Mr. Rumsey. He has 
hree days in which to elect.

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The removal of the stands that encumber the 
Sidewalks about Union Market andthe un- 
sightly sheds that hide the buildings has been 
desired by the business men in the dry 
goods section on Broadway for some time. 
They secured the introduction of a bill in the 
Municipal Assembly providing for the erection 
ofan arcade to join the market building on the 
south side, under which all the stands which 
are now on the pavements ean be accomo- 
dated. The present position of the stands and 
the existence of the sheds, these merchants 
have claimed, have served to keep a 
large portion of the trade in their 
line south of Washington avenue, as 
persons living in the southern part of the 
city did not like to push through the 
crowds and cabbage scents gathered 
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about the market. 
once united in the opinion that it 
would be for the best interests of the city to 
demand the removal of the market to some 
section of city where it would not be an im- 
pedimentto business. They, however, changed 
that opinion on the suggestion of Comptroller 
Campbell for the erection of an arcade. 
Eighty-five feet of the block on which 
the market is situated is occupied by 
sheds. An arcade occupying that space 
would accommodate all the stails now there 
and those scattered about the sidewalk, be- 
cause the space could be more econom- 
ically utilized, These merchants, of 
whom Messrs. Joseph Specht, Dan 
Nugent and Dugald Crawford were 
most prominent, had plans made for the ar-

The bill was withdrawn to await the 
passage of the appropriation bill, in which 
$20,000 is set apart for this improvement. 
When the appropriation bill is disposed of the 
arcade bill will be again introduced and 
passed.

on Broadway and 235 on Lucasavenue. The 
entrances shown in the illustration will be 
closed in winter by iron shutters. 
The interior will be divided 
into stalls, each containing 100 square feet,and 
passage-ways will allow free passage between 
stalls. Two main passages will cross 
the interior diagonally, and at their 
intersection a fountain will be placed. The 
floor will be of stone flagging. Aspace twenty 
feet wide all around the arcade on the second 
floor will be used for restaurants and offices. 
Materials used in the construction will 
be iron, galvanized iron and glass. An im- 
mense skylight will cover the main portion of 
the stall apartment. Thearchitects’ estimates 
put the cost at nearly $35,000.

NEw YORK, June 18.—While the present mis- 
tress of te White House was being enter- 
tained at the residence of Mr. Von der Becke, 
the Red Star Agent in Antwerp, just before her 
departure for home, she saw a dog of the 
French poodle description which took her 
fancy. Yesterday this doy arrived here on the 
Red Star steamship Westernland as a gift from 


Mr. Von der Becke to Mrs. Cleveland. Along 
with the poodle came a large box, addressed to 
President Cleveland. The box contained a 
large, old-fashioned clock, whichis a gift to 
the President from John H. Stew- 
art, United States at Ant- 
werp. Mr. Stewart is an antiquarian 
as wellas a Consul, and he has, from time to 
time, 1 — to friends here old-fashioned 
articles of various descriptions which he had 
found in Antwerp. The clock which has been 
sent to President Oleveland has, like most of 
the old-fashioned Belgian clocks, a fancy de- 
sign forapendulum. The dog was known on 
board the Westernland as Jock. He may have 
had another name before he left Belgium and 
he may have still another name when he be- 
comes an inmate of the White House,but during 
the voyage he was always ready to go to the 
butcher when latter called out Jock. His 
friendship for the butcher was at times quite 
touching.
